LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Jan. 28.—Commander Byrd has done 
it again. While his second ship was

And, what is more, he managed to 
peep over the inaccessible ice field 
which hides a vast area east of the 
King Edward sector and catch a 
glimpse of a fascinating hinterland.

On his five-hour flight with Pilots 
Bernt Balchen and Harold June, 
Commander Byrd estimated that he 
saw 10,000 Square miles of hitherto 
d territory.

Roosevelt Frees Ill Slayer ; 
His First Clemency Order

ALBANY, Jan. 28.—Governor 
Roosevelt today granted his first 
commutation of sentence. It was 
in the case of William Ackerson, 
who was convicted at the age of 
16 for second-degree murder in 
Rockland County and has since 
developed tuberculosis at Clinton 
Prison. He has served ten years. 

A physician has offered to give 
Ackerson free medical treatment 
and a resident of New York has 
guaranteed to meet his other ex- 
penses until he is able to be a | 
useful citizen. 

“The warden of the prison and 
the prison physician both favor 
Ackerson’s release upon the 
ground that freedom from con- 
finement would change his men- 
tal attitude and he would be able 
to combat the disease more suc- 
cessfully,’’ the Governor said.

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Soldier Shot Fleeing After He Robs Shop; 
Felled in Taxi’s Spottignt by Police Bullet 


Private William Patrick Kennedy, 
First Division Military Police, U. S. 
A., stationed at Bedloe’s Island, was 


| shot and probably fatally wounded 


last night in a running pistol battle 
with Patrolman William Cook of the 
Old Slip station, after he had held 
up and robbed Frank Anasdasi in his 
barber shop at 35 Whitehall Street. 
Kennedy was taken to Broad Street 
Hospital with a bullet in his neck. 

The bullet was fired by Cook 
after he had chased Kennedy more

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Presi-~ 
ent-elect Hoover today took a leaf 
out of the book of Theodore Roose- 
velt by starting an ‘‘Ananias Club’® 
of his own. The first member picked 
out by the President-elect is Repre- 
sentative Fred A. Britten of Illinois, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. 

What Mr. Hoover did today was to 
repudiate statements given to news- 
papers yesterday by Representative 
Britten purporting to represent the 
President-elect’s views concerning 
the pending bill authorizing tha) 
construction of fifteen 10,000-ton 
cruisers, 

Mr. Britten indicated that Mr. 
Hoover favored retaining in the bill 
the provision for laying down the ' 
fifteen cruisers in three years, te 
which President Coolidge is opposed, 
and it was assumed that this was. 
responsible for arousing Mr. Hoov-

The repudiation was contained in a 
telegram. sent from Miami by Mr, 
Hoover to President Coolidge.

Walsh Opposes Cruiser Measure. 

Senator Walsh made the most ex- 
tended address of the day’s debate. 
He made known that originally he 
was in favor of constructing the fif- | 
teen cruisers, but now is opposed. 
There should be postponement of 
naval building, he thought, pending 
an effort to agree on naval limita- 
tion. If that failed, he would build 
enough warships to make the Amer- 
ican Navy equal to Britain's. 

His speech continued an elaborate 
and scholarly review of differences 
that had arisen over interference 
with neutral shipping by belligerents 
in time of war. He said at the out- 
set that ‘it is perfectly evident that 
the construction of the cruisers looks 
to a war primarily with Great Britain 
and secondarily with Japan,’’ but 
he declared there was little danger 
of any such happening, and said 
kind words about both foreign 
countries. 

‘‘Nevertheless,’’ he said, “it might 
as well be admitted on both sides 
of the Atlantic that the two coun- 
tries [Britain and the United States] 
are today engaged in competitive 
naval construction. 

“History but too well justifies the 
American claim that our trade is 
carried on when Britain is a beilig- 
erent only by her sufferance and that 
she is ruthless in the restrictions she 
imposes, entirely regardless of the 
principles of international law gener- 
ally recognized and even declared by 
her own courts.”’ 

After a comprehensive historical 
review, Mr. Walsh said that had not 


America been overwhelmingly on the | 


side of the Allies, even before we 
entered the World War, Great Brit- 
ain’s “repeated indignities might 
have culminated in armed resistance, 
as those suffered a century before 
did.”’ 

Britain’s War Time Acts Cited. 


“Events transpiring since,’’ he 
added, ‘‘have contributed to obscure 
the general recollection of the course 
pursued by the British Admiralty 
that drew from our government re- 
peated and vigorous protest, the ef- 
fect of which our Ambassador, Walter 
Hines Page, with engaging frank- 
ness but with little credit to the 
fidelity with which he represented 
our government, tells (in his book of 
the stirring times of his service in 
London) he did what he could to 
nullify.’’ 

Mr. Walsh went into detail on the 
action of the British regarding so- 
called contraband during the World 
War. He referred to it as a long 
train of lawless and exasperating en- 
croachments upon our right to carry 
on commerce with neutral nations. 
Continuing, he said: 

“It is the memory of the wrongs 
so perpetrated, the determination to 
prevent a repetition of them, and the 
dread of a conflict should Britain 
attempt, in some future war in which 
she may be involved, to pursue what 
is referred to by Mr. J. L. Garvin 
as her ‘traditional policy,’ that give 


strength to the demand for the pend-| 


ing legislation to expand our navy 
and to the conviction, in which I 
share, that entire.-parity, so far as 
that can be secured, as between the 
navies‘ of the two countries should 
obtain.”’ 


Criticizes British at Geneva. 


Senator Walsh said he could not 
conceive of a war between the two 
countries unless precipitated by Eng- 
land's ‘‘traditional practice,’’ adding 
that the attitude of the British rep- 


resentatives at the Geneva Confer- 
ence of 1927 ‘‘affords abundant 
ground for the belief that it is her 
purpose, or was at that time, to 
adhere to her ‘‘traditional practice.” 

As Senator Walsh put it, there was 
> on 
the part of the American people that 
when this country scrapped a ship 
investment of nearly $300,000,000 
Great Britain would show some 
similar disposition. 

“But,’’ he continued, ‘‘that expec- 
tation was readily dispelled—in such 
a manner as to leave the unpleasant 
impression that the English people, 
at least so far as the present Min- 
istry speaks for them, propose to 
preserve the command of the seas, 
not only to enable them to continue 
their ‘traditional practice,’ but to 
satisfy the pride with which they 
once sang ‘Britannia Rules the 
Waves.’”’ 

Senator Walsh defined his position 
in these words: 

“‘T am wedded to the idea of parity 
as between the United States and 
Great Britain, but I should like to 
see that parity attained by scaling 
down, rather than by building up. 

Sees No Need for Present Fleets. 

“It is my opinion that neither na- 
tion stands in any need of such naval 
establishment as it now maintains, 
except to meet the contingency of 
war with the other.

Questions on Lawrence Answered. 


In the face of persistent allegations 
in the German newspapers, the Bald- 
win Government in the House of 
Commons today denied that Colonel 

. E. Lawrence of Arabian fame 
had been in Afghanistan during the 
present civil war. 

A triple question by a Laborite 
member, Ernest Thurtle, brought 
Colonel Lawrence's name into the 


House of Commons discussion. 

“How long was Colonei Lawrence, 
who was serving under the rank and 
name of Aircraftsman Shaw, sta- 
tioned on the Northwest frontier of 
India?’’ asked Mr. Thurtle. ‘‘During 
the time he was stationed there, did 
he carry out the ordinary duties of 
his rank? What leave of absence, if 
any, was granted to him during his 
period of service in that part of 
India?’’ 

Earl Winterton, Under Secretary 
for India, answered: 

‘‘As regards the first part of the 
question, Aircraftsman Shaw was 
posted to No. 20 Squadron at Pesh- 
awur from Karachi on May 26, 1928. 
The answer to the second part of 
the question is in the affirmative. 
Regarding the last part, I understand 
that Aircraftsman Shaw was not 
granted any leave while with the 
squadron.’’ [Lawrence is now on 
the way to London from India.] 

Mr. Thurtle then asked if author- 
ities knew that Lawrence was en-| 
listing under a false name. 

“T think it is frequently a fact that | 5 wu 
people enlist under names other than 
their own,’’ replied Earl Winterton. | 

Mr. Thurtle also questioned Sir | 
Austen Chamberlain, the Foreign 
Secretary, on the rescue of former 
King Inayatullah from Kabul by! 
British planes. 

The Foreign Secretary explained | 
that Inayatullah was conveyed in a}! 
British plane not only at the request 
ex-King and Sir Francis 
Humphrys, the British Minister at 
Kabul, but also at the request of the 
victorious Bacha Sakao himself, ‘‘in 
order that further bloodshed at Ka- 
bul might be avoided."’ | 

In reply to a question by the Com- 
munist member, Shapurji Saklatvala, 
Sir Austen said the British, Govern-'| 
ment had carefully refrained from 
interference in Afghanistan's internal 
affairs.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 28.—Disquieting | 
reports from Nanking indicates that | 
the renewed Sino-Japanese conversa- | 
tions seeking to settle at least the 
questions of the Chinese tariff and 
Japanese evacuation of the Province | 
of Shantung are going the way of | 
all others since last Summer, and | 
that K. Yoshizawa, the Japanese en- 
voy, is planning to return to Shang- 
hai from the capital tomorrow with- 
out taking decisive action of any 
kind. 

While definite information is lack- 
ing concerning the conversations, | 
which were held behind closed doors, } 
the Chinese Foreign Minister is un- 
derstood to have continued to de- 
mand a definite statement from an 
authoritative Japanese source as to 
when Tokio proposes to withdraw its 
troops from Shantung, while Mr. | 
Yoshizawa, who is also the Minister | 
to China, preferred to proceed to set- | 
tle the tariff question prior to a dis- 
cussion of other problems. 

Dr. Wang, however, following the 
announced policy of the Nationalist | 
Government, is said to have refused 
to give up the evacuation as a card 
in the diplomatic game, the Chinese | 
officials apparently feeling that | 
Japan will be forced to pay the new 
tariff rates effective on Friday with 
the inauguration of Nationalist cus- 
toms autonomy, whether Japan signs 
a new treaty or not. Hence the 
move is seen as placing Japan in a 
difficult position, being forced to pay} 
duties which she has long insisted | 
were illegal under the old commercial! | 
treaty. While there is a possibility | 
of trouble breaking out sqon after 
the Chinese attempt to collect the 
higher duties, the best opinion here 
is that the Japanese will be con- 
strained to pay under protest, as 
Tokio is believed to be unwilling to 
act forcibly alone. 

Although it is too early to say 
definitely again that the Sino-Japan- | 
ese parleys have reached another 
impasse certainly the optimism 
which prevailed at the reopening of 
the ne considerably 


thé sgotiations is 
dampened, which is becoming the 
usual procedure in these frequently 
renewed efforts to settle some, at 
among the irksome differences | 
that are badly straining friendship 
in the Orient. 

The Chinese are inclining toward

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—A 
compliation of world registration || 
automotive vehicles on Jan. 1, | 
1928, made by the Census Bureau, 
showed a total of 29,607,300, of 
which 23,262,183 were in conti- 
nental United States, and 6,425,117 
elsewhere. 

Of the grand total 25,168,741 
were passenger cars, 4,314,177 mo- 
tor trucks and 204,382 buses. The 
respective figures for the United 
States were 20,279,661, 2,896,886 
and 85,636. 

One motor vehicle was estimat- 
ed for every sixty-four persons in 
the world, and one for every five 
in this country. Hawaii was sec- 
ond with one for every eight; 
Canada and New Zealand were 
tied for third place with one for 
every ten and China was lowest 
with one for every 21,257.

Funeral arrangements have not | 
been completed.

Ogden Mills was the son of Darius 
Ogden Mills, founder of the Mills for- | 
tune.

disputed, and the Mills home was)

He | 
passed nearly every Winter in Cali-| 
fornia and had many interests there, 
in which he was active up to the time 
of his death.

Out- 
side corridors were lined with police 
and detectives, and Monaghan had

country.” Monaghan is serving fifty 
years in Clinton Prison for the Liver- 
more robbery and in his opening the 
prosecutor told the jury he would 
show that Monaghan, Kane and Ar- 
thus Barry committed it.

Tug’ Goes to Disabled Fernlane. 


The Merritt-Chapman wrecking 
tug Relief has gone to the aid of 
the Norwegian freighter Ferniane, 
which is drifting with a broken 
rudder about 700 miles east of Ber- 
muda.

ment tonight was as follows: 
Members of the Government’s 
Business Organization—The pres- 
ent fiscal year will bring to a close 
eight years of conducting the fi- 
nances of the Government of the 
United States under the budget 
system. It was put into operation 
to save the country from economic 
disaster. It has been fully justified 
by the results. In the first in- 


stance, the President, of course, is 
responsible for the direction of the 
system. In the second place, that 
responsibility is shared with the 
Congress in making appropria- 
tions. In the next place, the re- 


sponsibility for efficient expendi- | 


tures rests with the chiefs of the 
various departments. But in the 
final analysis, success could have 
been achieved only by the loyal co- 


operation and faithful service of | 


the great rank and file of the gov- 
ernment personnel. 

To that great body, of which you 
are the representatives, the people 
owe a debt of gratitude, which I 


ag seers wish to acknowledge at 
this 


last budget meeting of my ad- 
ministration. Without their devo- 
tis to the cause of constructive 
economy we could have done noth- 
ing. With it we have been able to 
do everything. The victory has 
been their victory, and the praise 
should be their praise. 

When we began the task in June, 
1921, of reconstructing our public 
finances, it looked almost impos- 
sible of accomplishment. The en- 
tire government structure was per- 
meated with extravagance. The 
expenditures for that fiscal year, 
exclusive of debt reduction, were 
about $5,000,000,000. The interest 
charge alone was more than $1,- 
000,000,000, and our outstanding in- 
debtedness was nearly $24,000,000,- 
000. The business of the country 
was prostrate. Its different 
branches of agriculture, commerce, 
banking, manufacturing and trans- 
portation were suffering from se- 
vere depression. Employment was 
difficult to secure. Wages were 
declining. Five million people were 


out of work. The price of securi- | 


ties, even of government bonds, 
was very low. It was difficult to 
find any market for commodities. 
Confidence in our entire economic 
structure had been shaken. Prog- 
ress had stopped. 


Country Lived Beyond Its Means. 


It is easy to see what the condi- 
tion of the people would be under 
such circumstances. ‘Those who 
had property, even though it was 
much diminished in value, could 
take care of themselves, as they 
always can. But to those who were

carrying on business with borrowed 

capital and had outstanding notes 

and mortgages there seemed noth- 
ing ahead but ruin. Wage earners 
and their families were faced with 
want and misery. 

The cause of this distress was 
not difficult to ascertain. The 
country had been living beyond its 
means. It had been spending much 
more than it was earning, which 
meant that it had been using up 
its capital. The savings of pre- 
vious years were being exhausted, 
principally through government ex- 
travagance. 

This was not a pleasant picture 
to behold. If relief were possible, 
those who were able to provide it 
could well afford to be charged 
with considering nothing but the 
material side of life, with advocat- 
ing a penurious and cheese-paring 
policy, and with neglecting to sup- 
ply the public needs. If a remedy 
could be found, when it was put 
into operation business would re- 
vive, profits would increase, em- 
ployment would be plentiful, wages 
would be good, the distress of the 
people would be relieved, and a 
general condition of contentment 
and prosperity would prevail. 
Whatever critcisms there might be 
against those who had labored to 
secure this result, the satisfaotory 
condition of the country would be 
a sufficient answer and a sufficient 
reward. 

The evils and abuses of govern- 
ment extravagance were perfectly 
apparent. It was believed, and as 
experience has demonstrated, cor- 
rectly believed, that the distress 
of the country would be relieved if 
government extravagance ceased. 
It was for this purpose that the 
radical and revolutionary system 
was adopted of centralizing in the 
President the primary authority 
for the recommendation of all de- 
partmental estimates and estab- 
lishine for his information and ad- 
vice the Bureau of the Budget. 


Change Wrought by Hard Work. 
Seemingly without effort, but 
actually by hard and effective 
work, the change was wrought. 
Each of the succeeding years 
brought an ever increasing im- 
provement in the business of gov- 
ernment. Expenditures diminished 


until 1927 when, exclusive of the 
amount applied to debt reduction, 
they reached a point below the 
$3,000,000,000 mark. This was 
$2,000,000,000 below 1921. ‘ 
Billions were cut from the public 
debt with a large saving of in- 
terest. The first tax reduction 
came in November, 1921, and was 
followed by three succeeding re- 
ductions. Funds were saved to 
meet the cost of our much-needed 
ublic improvements, which had 
een in abeyance during the war 
period. Short-time notes and long- 
time bonds were paid off and re- 
funded at lower rates.

In the short period of seven and 
one-half years the public debt has 
been reduced $6,667,000,000. The 
total saving in interest alone from 
this and refunding operations is 
$963,000,000. Four reductions in 
taxes have returned to the people 
approximately $2,000,000,000 a year 
which would have been required 
had the revenue act of 1918 re- 
mained in force. Two and one-half 
million people have been entirely 
relieved of al] Federal taxation. 

One of the first essentials in the 
work of making the Federal Gov- 
ernment a real business organiza- 
tion was the welding of the vari- 
ous departments and independent 
establishments into a harmonious, 
efficient concern. 

We found forty-three indepen- 
dent departments and _ establish- 
ments each operating under its own 
customs and rules, utterly regard- 
less of the existence of other de- 
partments which were parts of the 
same great establishment, the 
United States of America. There 
was little community of thought 
or harmony of action. Deep-seated 
hostility between certain govern- 
ment agencies existed. 

That the National Government 
ought to be one great entity re- 
sponsible for the happiness of 120.- 
000,000 people was entirely over- 
looked in the exclusive devotion of 
groups of Federal officials and em- 
ployes to one particular subordi- 
nate department. This same obses- 
sion often characterized the rela- 
tion between bureaus in the same 
department. Heroic effort was 
needed to substitute national loy- 
alty for department and bureau 
loyalty. Efficiency and economy 
in operation were hopeless unde 
such conditions.

The situation called for a revolu- 
tion in the attitude of Government 


agencies toward each other. Ex- 
clusive devotion to their subordi-

Out in the field we have our area 
coordinators and our 280 Federal 
business associations, with sixty- 
three more in the making. These 
unique government agencies are 
spreading the gospel of efficient 
government economically admin- 
istered. They are our most tren- 
chant exponents of cooperation. 
The intangible savings resulting 
from this coordinating work 
mounts into millions yearly. The 
work is not spectacular, but it is 
the very foundation of good busi- 
ness. I believe that the Federal 
Government today is the best-con- 
ducted big business in the world. 

To these faithful workers in our 
coordinating agencies, in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere, the country 
owes a great debt of gratitude.

forts has been on the country, it 
is only necessary to compare some 
of the major economic factors of 
1928 with those of 1921. The out- 
put of our factories increased dur- 
ing that interval nearly 60. per 
cent; in some cases, such as iron 
and steel production, it was more 
than doubled. The production of 
the mining industries as a group 
was at least 50 per cent greater 
last year than seven years before. 

The construction of new build- 
ings was much more than twice as 
great in 1928 as in 1921. The ad- 
vance was especially notable and 
gratifying in the building of homes 
and schools. Check payments out- 
side of New York City, where the 
volume is much affected by stock 
exchange transactions, have in- 
creased by about 57 per cent over 
1921. Railway traffic has been 
about one-third greater than in the 
earlier year and has been carried 
on with far greater efficiency and 
dispatch. 


The number of automobiles regis- 
tered is now nearly three times as 
great as at the beginning of 1921, 
and the number manufactured dur- 
ing 1928 was more than three times 
as great as during 1921. Electric 
power production last year was 
considerably more than double 
what it was seven years before. 
Krom practically nothing, the busi- 
ness of radio broadcasting has be- 
come enormous, and the number of 
radio-receiving sets produced ex- 
ceeds 13,000,000. The burdens of 
our housewives have been immeas- 
urably lightened and their lives 
broadened by the introduction of 
numerous electrical conveniences 
and devices, most of which were 
unknown a few years ago. 

The extent that the financial re- 
serves of our citizens have in- 
creased is strikingly apparent. Sav- 


ines deposits rose from $16,500,000,- 


000 at the end of the fiscal year 
1921 to more than $28,000,000.000 on 
June 30, 1928. Between 1921 and 
1927 the amount of life insurance 
in force very nearly doubled, and 
the total of such protection came 
to exceed $87,000,000,000. The 
assets of building and loan associa- 
tions have risen from less than 
$2,999,000,000 in 1921 to more than 
$7.178,000,000 in 1927. 

The record of the advance in edu- 
cation in this country during re- 
cent years has been truly astonish- 
ing. Figures for 1927 and 1928 are 
not yet available, but in the short 
period of six years, between 1920 
and 1926, the number of students 
in our high schools, colleges and 
universities grew from about three 
to nearly five millions. There has 
been an immense increase in the 
output of reading matter of all 
kinds.

WOULD OMIT ALIENS 
IN APPORTIONING HOUSE 


Senator Capper Offers Resolution 
for Amendment to Constitution 
Affecting Reapportionment. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—A pro- 
posed ‘‘alien amendment” to the Fed- 
eral Constitution to prevent the 
counting of aliens as part of the pop- 


|ulation of the United States in as- 


certaining the basis for reapportion- 
ment of members of the House of 
Representatives was introduced by 
resolution in the Senate today by 
Senator Capper of Kansas. 

The amendment would add two 
words ‘‘and aliens” at the end of the 
first sentence of Section 2 of Arti- 
cle 14 of the Constitution which 


| would then read: 


“Representatives shall be appor- 


| toined among the several States ac- 
| cording to their respective members, 
| counting the whole number of per- 


sons in each State, excluding Indians 


| not taxed and aliens.” 


“I am introducing this resolution 
because I believe it is only right and 
fair that only American : citizens 
should be counted in apportioning 
Congressmen and presidential elec- 
tors,’’ Mr. Capper said. ‘‘On the basis 


| of the 1920 census, excluding aliens 


from the country would mean shift- 


| ing of nine electoral votes and nine 
Congressmen from five States.

recovery after the depression of 
1921, tended to decrease. At pres- 
ent there are fewer persons em-

I do not claim that action by the 
national government deserves all 
the credit for the rapid restoration 
of our country’s business from the 
great depression of 1921, or for the 
steady progress that has since 
taken place. Unquestionably, how- 
ever, wise governmental policies, 
and particularly wise economy In 
government expenditures with 
steady reduction of the national 
debt, have had a dominant in- 
fluence. : 

The people gained confidence in 
themselves because of increasing 
confidence in their government. 
The reduction of taxation made 
possible by the cutting down of 
government expenditures left more 
income in the hands of the people, 
enabling them to increase their ex- 
penditures, and thereby not only to 
obtain greater comforts, but to add 
to the demand for commodities; it 
likewise helped to provide funds 
for building up the capital of the 
country and augmenting its pro- 
ductive capacity. 

The public needs have not been 
neglected. We have been able to 
embark upon a building program 
which for public works, hospitals, 
and our military housing require- 
ments will cost nearly half a billion 
dollars. We are amortizing the cost 
of the adjusted service certificate 
fund of veterans of the World War 
and the retirement funds of our 
civil establishment at a cost of 
$132,000,000 a year. 

Additional funds are being de- 
voted to flood-control work and im- 
provements made necessary by dis- 
asters which have overtaken our 
own States and outlying territory. 
These expenditures could not have 
been financed without an econom- 
ica] administration. We could not 
have had tax reductions and the 
added expense of these necessary 
things without careful and orderly 
management of the business of 
government.

| Hahn s term expired, Cogut was re- 
; appointed for another six-year term 
;}ending in 1931, 

Corut alleges he was notified on 
Nov. 22 last by the justices that his 
term had expired. He said his at- 
torney advised him that his term 
continued to 1931 and so notified 
the justices, with the further advice 
that the appointing officers were lia- 
ble for the salary of persons ap- 
pointed in violation of the law. He 
says the defendants improperly con- 
tend that his term began in 1922 


when he was named to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Former Justice John R. Davies, of 
the Seventh District Court, said in 
an affidavit that it was understood 
in 1925 that Cogut was renamed for 
a new term, and declared that his 
services had been efficient, The 
case will be heard today.

THE GREEK LOAN. 


Opportunity for the United 
States to consummate an interna- 
tional undertaking that will be his- 
toric and is eminently practical as 
well as idealistic knocks at the door 
of the Senate. The House passed 
the Greek debt settlement bill early 
in December, and it awaits action 
by the Senate. It provides that the 
existing debt of $19,659,836, which 
includes both principal and interest, 
be funded over a period of sixty-two 
years and that an additional loan 
of $12,167,000 be made to assist in 
completing the establishment of 1,- 
500,000 refugees whom Greece 
gave shelter after the Smyrna dis- 
aster. Except for early American 
help and later assistance from the 
League of Nations (which Dr. NAN- 
SEN had a great part in initiating) 
this sudden and mighty migration 
would have crushed the little land, 
to which, as DANIEL WEBSTER said, 
“we, like the rest of mankind, are 
debtors.”

GUESSES AT HOOVER. 

Mr. Hoover’s stay of two weeks 
in Washington laid him open to all 
kinds of devastators of his day and 
interpreters of his secret thoughts. 
Among the latter, Representative 
BRITTEN has. now an indisputable 
title to first place. After his cheer- 
ful announcement to the reporters

Mr. BRITTEN then put up 
a conscientious and constitutional 
defense of his action, but all that he 
has to say now in regard to his cita- 
tion of Mr. HOOVER'S alleged views 
about the navy is that if he was not 
correct, he must be “the poorest 
guesser in the world.” 

Representative BRITTEN may con- 
tinue to guess, and so may every 
Yankee in Washington. But it is one 
thing to guess and another to blab. 
No doubt Mr. HOOVER ran this kind 
of risk when he had interviews with 
all and sundry in Wasb‘ngton.

POWER VS. BEAUTY. 

The brief filed on Saturday by the 
attorney for the Cumberland Hydro- 
electric Power Company in behalf 
of the project to erect a dam above 
the Cumberland Falls and divert 
sufficient water to operate a power 
plant again raises the question of 
the conservation of scenic beauty. 
The Cumberland Falls Preservation 
Association has opposed the project 
on the ground that it would mar the 
beauty of this famous spot in Ken- 
tucky. In support of the associa- 
tion are those persons who believe 
that the time has come to preserve 
unchanged for future generations all 
great scenic spots in the country. 
In support of the power company 
are the many local interests which 
see in this development a promise 
of greater prosperity for the entire 
region. 

The plan calls for building a dam 
a half mile above the falls, and out 
of sight (being around a bend). 
From the waters thus impounded a 
sufficient volume will be diverted 
through a tunnel which rejoins the 
river nearly a mile below the falls, 
also out of sight. It is the conten- 
tion of the opponents of the project 

that from 97 to 99 per cent of the 

normal flow of water will thus be 
diverted, with resultant destruction 
of the scenic value of the falls. The 
power company contends that only 
52.6 per cent of the waters will be 
diverted under normal conditions, 
and even less in times of flood. It 
points out, furthermore, that the 
power company agrees in no way to 
impair the beauty of the falls and 
the surrounding country by unsight- 

ly buildings, quarries, &c.

RATIOCINATIVE GENIUS.

The East River Drive proposed by 
Borough President MILLER, while not 
new in conception, has so long been 
ignored that its revival in an attrac- 
tive and practical form should en- 
gage the attention of the city. The 
plan provides for the filling in of 
the land along the waterfront and 
building upon this and upon por- 
tions of existing land a wide boule- 
vard, to run from Corlear’s Hook to 
Fifty-fourth Street. This is 


of the east side motor traffic and to 
afford a new real 
ment which will make the river- 
front into one of the most desirable 
residential districts in the city. It is 
the opinion of Mr. MILLER’S advisers 
that the legal obstacles are not in- 
surmountable. According to his engi- 
neers, the cost of the project would 
be about $9,000,000, of which more 
than half would be borne by the 
landowners whose property is ex- 
pected to increase greatly in value. 


Why some such plan was not pro- | 


vided in the original development of 
Manhattan remains a mystery. It is 
true that much of this waterfront 
was swampy and therefore uninvit- 
ing. But when the city began filling 
it in, its utility increased. The resi- 
dential preference of wealthy inhabi- 
tants was, however, for the Fifth 
Avenue district as the city began to 
grow northward. The riverfronts 
were abandoned to commerce and 
ugliness. 

President MILLER’S scheme will 
require, in conformity with the orig- 
inal confirmation of titles, that pri- 
vate landowners along the water- 
front undergo expenditures estimated 


at $5,000,000. For those whose tracts | 


of waterfrontage are large the share 
will be small in proportion to the 
enhanced value of the property as 
a result of the improvement. To

Tells Jamaica Kiwanis Club He |

the Percentage System. 





Commissioner of Accounts James | 
A. Higgins, who is investigating | 
Queens Borough offices and con-| 


tracts, was one of the guests yes-| 


terday of the Jamaica Kiwanis Club | 


at its noon luncheon. He disclosed 
that he has recommended to Bor- | 
ough President Harvey of Queens | 
the use of the percentage system in | 
offering public work for contract. } 

Commissioner Higgins said he was| 
making a city-wide survey in connec- | 
tion with contracts and specifica- | 
tions and that he might soon have | 
important recommendations to make 
to the Board of Estimate. Fritz} 
Brieger, Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning in Queens, and Frederick | 
Sasse, oBrough Secretary of Queens, 
also were guests. 

Commissioner Higgins said he has 
been investigating the Jamaica sewer 
contracts, the proposed water con- 
tracts for the Rockaways, the 
Queens sewer buréau and the Queens 
County Register’s office and _ still 
had considerable to do. 
TheCommissioner said that in awarc- 
ing contracts the old system of com- 
petitive bidding could be followed or 
there could be the cost-plus system 
or the percentage system. He fa- 
vored the latter plan. In using this 
system the contractor makes a bid 
on a percentage of the work and 
then agrees to complete the entire 
job on the basis of his first offer. 
He is thus paid only for the work 
that he actually does. The taxpayer, 
who must pay the bills, thus gets his 
work at the lowest possible cost, Mr. 
Higgins said. He pointed out that 
there are no uniform contracts and 
specifications in the city for sever or 
highway constructior.

Mr. Engelman asserted that the 
courts have held that a pedestrian 
has ‘‘the legal and inherent right of 
the highways, while the motorist en- | 
joys a privilege that may be re- 
voked.”’

THREE DAYS 10 QUIT 


Campbell to Drop Two Score on 
Thursday if They Do Not Re- 
sign for Failing Test. 


EXAMINED IN JUNE, 1927 


Papers Now Have Been Rated—New 
Appointees Picked to Replace 
Disqualified Men. 


Prohibition Administrator Maurice 


Campbell announced yesterday that 
he was giving ‘‘some forty’’ prohibi- 
tion agents an ‘‘opportunity to resign 
with no stigma against them.’’ The 
/announcement said further that if 
thev did not avail themselves of the 
opportunity they would be dropped 
at the close of business next Thurs- 
day afternoon. Appointments have 
been made to fill the vacancies, he 
said 

Failure to pass the civil service 
examination of June 5, 1927, made it 
|'necessary for the administrator to 
take this action. Ever since that 
time the men to be let out have 
held their positions while their 
examination papers were being 


|examined. Most of them, according 
|to Major Campbell, failed on the 
written examination. Since that 
time they have gone through another 
civil service examination. This was 
on Nov. 20 last. If they passed this 
examination those who are to be 
drepped for their 1927 failure may 
be placed on the waiting list, the 
administrator explained. 

On the other hand, it is equally 
possible that a number of agents now 
on Major Campbell's staff may have 
failed on the 1928 examination, in 
which event they will be automati- 
cally let out as soon as the report of 
their failure reaches’ Prohibition 
Headquarters here. Major Campbell 
was unable to predict when he would 
learn the results of the last examina- 
tion. 

The typed announcement which the 


| Administrator handed to newspaper 


men, read: 

“In conformity with civil service 
regulations I am allowing some forty 
prohibition agents whose records are 
clear and who did not pass the civil 
service examinations to resign from | 
the Bureau of Prohibition, effective | 


at the close of business on Jan. 31. 


‘‘In justice to these men, some of 
whom have been in the service for a 
long time, I feel that they ought to 
be given the opportunity to resign 
with no stigma against them rather 
than be dropped from the rolls. 

‘‘However, those agents who do not 
avail themselves of this opportunity 
to resign will of necessity be dropped 
from the rolls on the last day of 
this month. 

‘‘New appointments from the civil 
service registers have been made to 
fill these vacancies."’ 

Asked if there was a shortage of 
available men, Major Campbell said 
he had a waiting list of several hun- | 
dred. His force of agents for the 
New York district numbers about 
200. This means that onl¥ about 20 
per cent. of his men failed in the 
1927 examinations. This showed, he 
said, a higher percentage of agents 
who passed the examinations in his 
district than could be shown in any 
other prohibition district in the 
country, according to his informa- 
tion. 

When Major Campbell refused to 
make public the names of those 
agents who are to be dropped if they 
do not resign before Thursday eve- 
ning, he was asked if he did not 
think it possible that at least one 
among them might continue to let 
himself be known as a prohibition 
agent if his name were not pub- 
lished. Although he shook his head 
negatively, the Administrator said 
he might make public the list after 
the end of the month.

Churned About With Great Ve- 
locity at Market’s Opening. 





Stock trading continues to hold the 

exact centre of the Wall Street stage 
to the practical exclusion of all other 
markets. Despite the considerable 
amount of irregularity evident yes- 
| terday, as it has been in preceding 
| markets, there were still sufficient 
violent upturns in this and that stock 
to keep those engaged in such a hec- 
tic adventure on tiptoe of excite- 
ment. It could not be said that mar- 
ket conditions had changed at all 
over the Sunday holiday. Neverthe- 
less, trading started off with such a 
rush yesterday morning as to give 
the impression that all the market 
difficulties and apprehensions had 
suddenly vanished. No less than fif- 
teen leading stocks were turned over 
in blocks of from 5,000 to 20,000 
shares on their initial transactions. 
Price changes, however, on these 
openings, with one or two exceptions, 
were trivial ones, 

For the balance of the day the mar- 
ket churned about in decidedly aim- 
less fashion and at the close of the

| were the plus signs. As a matter of 
fact, the average of fifty stocks as 
compiled by THE New York TIMEs 
reflected a fractional decline at the 
close. In other words, it is apparent 
that the market as a whole is work- 
ing away with might and main on a 
treadmill, which gives it the illusion 
of speed without actually getting 
anywhere. This does not mean, of 
course, that particular and favored 
issues are not making progress, be- 
cause they are. But the market as a 
whole is merely being churned vio- 
lently about. Doubtless there is a 
very considerable measure of dis- 
tribution going on beneath the sur- 
face. In one direction, at least, yes- 
terday’s stock trading set up a 
brand-new record. That was in 
breadth. A total of 827 separate is- 
sues were dealt in, in comparison 
with the previous high record of 826, 
established on Nov. 28.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—With in- 
dustry and trade showing less than 
the usual seasonal decline in Cecem- 
ber, preliminary reports for the first 
half of January indicate a steady in- 
crease in the output of petroleum 
and greater activity in the steel, 
automobile, coal and lumber indus- 
tries, following the preliminary !ull 
during the inventory period at the 
enl of the year, according to a sum- 
mary of general business and finan- 
cial conditions made public today by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

The board noted, however, that 
building contracts in thirty-seven 
Sastern States ‘‘declined sharply dur- 
ine December as in the preceding 
month, and were smaller than in 
any December since 1924."" The de- 
cline from November, the board said, 
was attributed largely to cecreases 
in awards for residential building 
and public works and utilities. 

By districts the largest declines 
over the preceding month were in| 
the Cleveland, Chicago, Boston and 
Richmond Federal Reserve districts, 
while increases were reported in the 
New York, Philadelphia and Atlanta 
districts. 

Vhen this feature of the review 
was called to the attention of Secre- 
tary Mellon, who is chairman ex 
officio of the Reserve Board, he 
gaid that he did not know what sig- 
nificance to attach to this decline. 


Level of Prices Unchanged. 
The board said that industry and 


trade continued active in December, 
and that the general level cf prices 
remained unchanged. Banking and 
credit conditions at the turn of the) 
year, it said, were influenced chiefly 
by seasonal changes in the demand 


for currency and by requirements 
for end of the year financial settle 
ments. 

Department store trade showed 
greater activity in December than in 


the preceding month, and total sales 
were the largest on record, exceeding 
December, 1927, by 1 per cent, al- 
though there was one less trading 
day this year. Increases over a year | 
ago were reported for the New York 
and Philadelphia districts, while sub- 
stantial decreases occurred in At- 
lanta and Minneapolis. Distribution 
at wholesale declined seasonally and 
Was smaller than a year ago.
